EDITORIAL COMMENT 


MUNICIPAL IMPROVEMENTS 


I 


X no year in its history has Reno made such 


rapid progress in municipal improvements 


as in the season just passed. Especially is this 
noticeable in the matter of paved streets. 
Prac- 


tical!} all the business section has been paved 
during- the past four months and miles of cement 
sidewalks have taken the place of the unsightly 
and uncomfortable dirt and lumber pavements. 
Xor is this all. Thousands of dollars have been 
expended in la\ing new sewers and Reno can 
now claim to be one of the moil modern cities 
in the west. 
The wisdom of incorporation has 


been vindicated. 
Two }ean, as^o there were 


plcnt\ of men who opposed the scheme of city 
improvement, that the council had outlined, claim- 
ing that it would tax the cit\ too heavih and tliaf 
we could get along very comfortably as we had 
been doing in the past. 
The <la\ of ^ilnriani>m 


is past our people are at last awake to the pos- 
sibilities of Reno if \\ e but make the most of our 
opportunities. 


Fortunatel\ the cif\ has a splendid body of 


men in its Cit\ Council who are laboring for the 
good of the city \\ithom thought of private gain. 
So far as The Journal has been able to learn, no 
authentic charge of "graft'1 has ever been made 
against the Council. 
That mistakes have been 


made there is no doubt, but the motive that ac- 
tuated the Council has never been questioned. 
There have been several instances \\hcre they 
have been imposed upon In 
plausible seekers 


after contracts and where the\ undoubted!} paid 
too much for the service rendered, but in com- 
parison with the experiences of other cities, the 
people of Reno have been peculiarly fortunate 
and this is so because we have an honest unincil. 


One of the most frequent criticisms made 


against the Council is the lack of an efficient 
street cleaning department. 
With all our paved 


streets \\c are still at the mercy of the \\ind that 


blows the filth as badly as it did in the old days 
of dirt streets. The sprinkling cart is never seen 
and one old man with a wheelbarrow 
comprises 


the street cleaning department. 
An ordinance is 


announced that will compel automobile drivers 
to carry drip pans to catch the oil seepage from 
their vehicles, but how about the man with the 
horse. 
What provision is there to provide for the 


disposition of the manure that is far more un- 
sighth and unsanitary than the occasional pools 
of oil around an auto stand. 
An 
ordinance 


should be passed and enforced forbidding the 
hitching of animals anvuhcrc in the paved dis- 
trict. 
As the public streets are not meant to be 


used as livery s.tablcs, the practice of permitting 
the owners of rigs to tie up in front of a busi- 
ness house, perchance for hours, should cease at 
once. Whilst \\e are on the subject of horses am' 
liver\ stables, there is another matter that shouk' 
be looked in by the Council and that is the habit 
some liven stable men have fallen into of lining 
up buggies on both sides of the streets, leaving 
onl\ a narrow pathway between the car tracks 
and their idle vehicles for the use of the public. 


1 he people have borne with great patience 


the inconvenience natural to the street improve- 


ment, but we believe that patience has been inex- 
cusably impend upon in' many instances. 
A cast 


in [joint is to be found bn Second street, A ce- 


ment culvert has been built to carry (lie waters of 


1'eavine creek across the street. 
Although tlu 


cement work is finished/'"thc street 'a't that point 
is in a frightful condition that could be remedied 
bv a few loads of macadam. 
The trouble seems 


to be that the street department is trying- to cover 
too great a territory at one ime. 
One piece of 


work should be finished before another is started. 
This practice is not onh wasteful, but exceeding- 
ly annoving to the public. 


The Road To Ramsey 


I 


T is now established that the much-to-be-de- 


sired road to Ramse\ \ \ i l l be an accomplish- 


ed fact within the next few weeks. As frequcnt- 


1} stated in the Journal there never was a doubt 
but that Reno possessed its full quota of enter- 
prising citizens who were willing to put up llicii 
money for an\thing that had for its object the 
betterment of the city, and that all that was need- 
ed was for some one who had the confidence of 
the people to take up the work and its accomplish- 
ment was an assured fact. 


That this is so is illustrated by the ready re- 


sponse of our business men to requests for sub- 
scriptions for the building of the Ramsey road. 
Mr. S. H. Wheeler in a few hours raised suffic- 
ient funds to construct the road and he informs 
the Journal that he never met with a single re- 
buff in the attempt. All of which goes to prove 
the correctness of the Journal's oft repeated as- 


sertion that what Reno most needs is a central 
organization where all matters of municipal im- 
provement can be intelligently handled without 
recourse to the 
antiquated 
and 
combersomc 


method of passing the hat and taking citizens 
awa_\ 
from their regular business to attend to 


public affairs.
